It began in the days of Grace, 
Trumper and Fry, when fashion- 
able cricket-watchers arrived 
at Lord's in a hansom after 
bumping over the cobbled streets 
of Edwardian London.: 

It ended’ with Hammond, 
Bradman ond Headley as the 
heroes of the day, and with 
ericket beginning to recover 
from the ‘body-line’ controversy 
which had threatened to split 
it in two. 

During those 30-odd years 
Jack Hobbs made more runs, 
scored more centuries than ‘any- 
one before or since. His .ex- 
ploits made him the most talked- 
of man in the game, His name
